Dr. Carl Jay Buchanan of 
Union City, an assistant pro- 
fessor in the UTM English 
Department, died Saturday at 
Baptist Memorial Hospital- 
Union City. He was 46. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Kristine Veenstra Buchanan, 
his 5-year old daughter, 
Miranda, and a son, Carl 
Buchanan of Indianapolis. 

Dr. Todd Butler’s office is 
directly across the hall from 
Dr. Buchanan’s office, where 
a wreath has been placed in 
his memory. 

“Carl was the first member 
of the faculty to offer to do 
something social when I 
arrived at UTM,” Butler said. 
“He was both an active 
scholar and an active teacher, 
and an all-around good guy.”
